their Hands : Further for Refuratt- 
on of this error; We ſee Nature hath 
Impreſſed Lines in the Forehead , 
which 1s not capable of Reftrift ion 
or Plicatio» : Therefore this cannot 
hold that the Conftriftion of the 


Hands ſhonld cauſe the Formation: 
Of 
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or Appearance of the Lines in the 
Hands: for in the Cond:ls, between 
che Jaynts of the Fingers, many 
have many Lines, and of different 
Forms , Others very few or none at 
all, and here isno Flexation , Con- 
ſtriftion or Plication , and oft-times 
are Lines Tranſverſe, Circular , and 
Semicirenlar berween the Joynts of 
che Fingers , whereno CoyſtritÞion 1s 
of the hand. Which is ſufficient ro 
filence any Antagonſt : Further- 
more, thts truth is confirmed by A- 
ſerology , for Chiromancy and Aſtro- 
logy prove the Verity each of other , 
For letthe Aſtrologer , confidering 


the Nativity of any one, obſerye the 
Nature of Good Fortune to come to 


that Perſon thereby; To the ſame 
end and ſence will it appear to rhe 
Chicomancer, by obſerving and jud- 
oins the Hand, which hath been

monlirated , in Which tines the 
Power and Virtue of Natnral hear 
abounds, by which means, they are 
ſtrong, and will not permir them- 
ſelves to be Occupied in Sordid and 
Vile Actions , becauſe the Vigour 
and Vercue of Natural hear Predo- 
minates, Humidity , and Frigidicy , 
which are the cauſes of Infirm, Weak 
Actions, and Inſtability in Youth : 
which Vigour is not retain'd 1n 29e, 
from whence ir comes , that they 
that havethe Viral line torked inthe 
end, in Youth are rendred unfaith- 
ful, unſtable, and not co be truſted, 
as ſertons Friends ; for this Bifurca- 
tionat the enddenotes much Frigt- 


dity, Which is onely proper for age ,

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therefore in age this betokens good,

Nature, which he prefers before all 
ingengity ; Hair criſped like horns ,

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Braſen Face , of ſuch that have caſt off 
all Virtue, Shame , and Modeſty , for 
that Baſheful, Graceful Modeſty, ; 
pears in 20 part ſo much as tn the 
Brow and Eyes , which being granted 
1t will not be inconvenient x97 prepoſte- 
rous , if we take our Riſe from the 
Forchead, and prefer it before 
otker Parts, inthis caſe of judging. 


There are ſome foreheads plain and 


ſquate ; others High, others low , aud 
arfferent reaſons for all theſe, that the 
reaſon thereof may be the more perſpt- 
cacions, we ſhall briefly open every per» 
ticular , though that forehead which 
like a promontory ts round and eleva- 
ted, with naſt, ts held the beſt , eſpecr= 
ally if the ref of the head concur and 
ſimulate :

I, whoever you inſpect to have 
the Temples Hollow , Deep , with 
dents or holes ;13 6gnified to be crat- 
ry, deceittvl ſubuil, guileſrl, fraudn- 
lent, cruel, fierce, tercibie , dreadful, 
roveh,and horrible: Swetonrzes deſcri- 
bes Calignla to have ſvuchTemples;a 
I>{ty,proud, haughry,diſdainful,cruel 
terrible Countenance ; he delighted 
In all cruelty,bis cruelty fierceneſs & 
Tyrany he diſcovered in his Youth , 
in delighting to be preſent at all Ex- 
ecutions and Torments, Tiberims 
the Roman Emperor, moſt ſadly ve- 
rified this, in bis molt horrid an1 
formidable ations, he murthered all 
his friends and kindred by Poyſon , 
which he thought favoured not his 
Tyrany ; he kild his own Brother ,. 
and compel'd his Father in Laiy to 
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cut his ownthroar with a Raſor; the 
very Senators 1n His open beaſtly 
plates, andpublick Games, were the 
Obje&s of his Cruelty , and ſpared 
not to execute his molt Cruel Rage 
upon them , and would oft ſay , Z:-

2. The Temples abounaging mych 
with ſtrong brifly hair , greatly ar- 
ones Luxury, andtheſe are fimilated 
to the Goat , whois a ſalacioil3 creat.

hairon the Temples , 1s cauſed from 
the Veines and Arteries , (which-aare

indices ſam ; The wiſe(t of men af. 
tirmy, Tot as the Countenance is the 
image of the Hearc and Soul , ſo are, 
the Eyes the Index of the Counte- 
nance, Others call thz Eies Aninnfo= 
res, becauſe the heart emitreth ics 
intentions by the Eyes, as Sencinels, 
out of Salliports : Polemon (ates, Oc- 
cult arcani cords manifeſtareddunt , 
the eyes make manirelt the Secrets: 
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of the heact, becauſe choſe fhgnes 
that appear in the Eyes, are the live- 
ly pretencarion ofthe affe&tions ; and 
Albertzs as Loxius renders him, ſay- 
102, The petfection of Phyſjoonomie 
conhiſts inthe Eyes , becaute the Ezes 
afford more powerful Signals, and 
demonſirative fignes than are other- 
wiſe ſeen in the Countenance ; and 
if with the ſignzs of other parts of 
tne face or body the Eyes agree, it 
trongly conhirms che Signitication ; 
bur if difterent, molt heedis to be g1- 
ven to the Eyes : And Pliny ſanh ; 
There 1s no part in man or Bzalit , 
char more Apertly diſcovereth the 
inwards of the Heart then the Eyes , 
there plainly appear the ſumpromes 
of Mercy and Clemency of Hatred 
and Anger ,of Love, of Sortow , of 
Joy, &c, and concludes , Profetto 17 
oculs Animu inhabitat , The Mind, 
and the Heart, dwell inthe Eres; 
From hence it 18, the Eyes ſhed cears, 
the doleful ſumproms of a ſorrowful 
Soul ; the Eyes are bur Veſſels that 
receive and ennt the Souls concepti- 
ons; Anms vidimus, anim) cern- 
mx , Wweſee, and diſcein by the 
Mind 
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Mind and Soul, a weighty and ſeci- 
OUus Coriation makes us Wink, 
and blinds the Eyes , becauſe the 

wer of the Soul 1n char covicarion, 
abdudts the fight inwards ,that when 
we leſs rega; d ontward Objects , W2 
mentally ſeem to ſee and know 
rhem more planlyer & exact,th Eye 
more or leſs,as it isacted by rheSonl, 
and the powers thereof, as in the

cernant animo caligante, the Eyes ſees 
nothing thovgh 1c "ſeem tolook wide 
open , when the ſp1:1ts within are 
dark and cronbied , which 1s an un- 
deniable Argument of the great 
{umpathy and 1dentity, ( as 1: were) 
between the Heart and the Eye, as 
Aphroadiſews 19 his Problems ob- 
ſeives; when we heer that which 
davnrs or abaſherh rhe ſpirits , Ocu- 
los deorſum wvertimas, we calt down 
our Eyes to the ground, which ſhews 
the fympathy bz tween the Soul and 
the Sight, Owuia natura oculos avi 
ſpeculuns conftru xit; the Soul difli- 
king , the Eyes are caſt down : For 
Nature hath made the Eyes the very 
Looking-glaſs of the Soul, for all 

other 
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other, the AﬀeCions and Paſſions of 
the ſoul, Marſhal themſelves 1n che 
Eye, as Anger, Love, Reſpect , diſ- 
dain, and the l1xze : Galez 1n his 
Contemplations of the Eye is ſo Ra- 
viche with irs faculties , rhat he cal'd 
It Divinnm membrum, A Divinz 
Member, and thinks, Vt caput a Na- 
tra propter oeculos formatum fore , 
That Nature made che Head princt- 
pally for the Eyes ſake, b2caunſe in 
chem only 15 diſcernavle : The active 
facolciesof rhe $9ul and Brain, whete 
the chief faculties of the ſoul are re- 
fident , and im the b:ain contained : 
ang as rhe Soul, ſo the Eye hath its 
tmmedtace dep2ndency onthe Brain, 
all che Nerves that adminiſter Mor!- 
on, and give the Vive faculty”, are 
radicated 11 the Brazn, and all power 
of ſeeing 15emanated from the bra:x; 
thegrear regard Nacure had to this. 
member , appears in thoſe curious 
forcifcations ſhe hath made for theic 
defence and preſervation, as the Lids 
and the Eye-brows, which compaſe 
the Eyes, like impregnable Bul- 
warks , and op2n and ſhut for theic 


convenience and ſafety, and proma- 
nenting 
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yencing like Mountains, protect the 
Eye, wiich is ſweetly ſetas in a Val- 
ley within chem , and watcheth rhe 
preſervation of the whole body; by 
theſe with the help and uſe of light, 
we ſee light from darkneſs, and Ire 
from death. Bir more perticulacly 
to proſecute our intention , the eyes 
afford ns many conſiderations which 
for the more facility of judging, may, 
be concluded nnder two heads, Viz. 
QOantity and Forms; for as to quanti- 
ty, ihey are conhderable in their po-

paſs freely toand fro, Laurentrres ob- 
ſerves, that the Baſis of the Noſe 
beginneth with a ſharp poinr, from 
the inward Angles or corners of the 
Eyes, and endeth at the beginning of 
the Lips; and ina man the chief uſe 
ot the pohtion of the Noſe is for 
Beanty and Elegarcy: Nature for 
the benefit of breathing, and purging 
the Brain, hath divided the Noſe in- 
to two Cavites which they call

and Pl:zy reports the like to be done 
in Dogs, and Horſes, to cauſe them 
to become of any rare colour , bur 
this proceeds from the ſirength of 
Fancy drawing 1n , and comprehen- 
ding ſuch and ſuch forms 1n the Con- 
ception , and the Repreſentation of 
ſuch Images, as the Fancy then 
ſtrongly dictates ; to which Nature 
anſwersinthelike fimilitnde, and as

vajiety and difference among mer, 
and Women, than inany other {pecies 
whatever, becauſe the quickneſs of

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Thumb to Yer, the Index or Fore- 
finger to wpiter, the middle Finger 
to Saturn , the Ring-finger to the 
S#2,and the kittle Finger to Mercury, 
the Tymd Converſe or ſwelling parts 
of the Fingers to Mars, the Concave 
or hollow parts thereof ro the Ioos -

white or fair Spots upon the Nails,

-and the like : ifon the Nazls of the 


Finger of Saturs appears a white of 
fair Sport , it denotes Inheritances, 
Gifcs from the Dead, Donations, 
Buildings ; bur if 4/ach , it fignifies 
Calamity, Sorrows and Melancholy 
paſſions; alſo if onthe Naz/ of the 
Rivg-finger there appear a white 
Spot fair and round, this hath Ggnift- 
cation of Dignicies and Honour, in- 
creaſe of Woealch , Fame and good 
Name ; and as theſe Spots are bigger 
or lefler, ſo have they bgnification of 
more or leſs good Fortune , bur 
if black they fhrenitie evil. 

If on the Naz! of the little Fm- 
ger a fair or white Spot appear, it 
demonſtrates 2ood by Marchandt- 
zing, by Writing, by Accomprs, by 
Law or Cleark-ſhip; but if black, 
afflitions avd prejudice 1n al] theſe : 
bur if theſe Marks appear like m_—

Some are of Opinion, that when

But co return lec all men thar avi- 
4.rePredictions be to far admoniſhr, 
as to know that the Heavens do 
certainly preſage the Events ot 
thin2s, andinthis, the Science of 
the Aftrologer 1s certain, bur the 
Event, and effect (as co man) chiefly 
depends on mans Co-operation apd 
Adting, either as to Good or Evil, 
theſe things before propounded, be- 
ing well and duly weighed, it will 
appear of how great force and con- 
cernment tothe right ordering and 
well conlticuting of Humane Aﬀairs, 
theproper Election of fir and Con- 
pruent Limes ace , and is not inrhe 
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lealtto be doubred , bur very greac 
Ucilty and profit frequently ac- 
crues from thence to every diligent 
Obſervator : for the farther Dilu- 
cidating and clearing this Truth to
